ments of reconstruction offered some 
excuse for proposed force bills. Sena­ 
tor Sherman opposed Federal irfter- 
ference iu Louisiana, saying: “I be­ 
lieve Congress had' better attend to 
their ordinary legitimate business, 
leaving matters 
in Louisiana to 
right themselves,” and Senator Fre- 
lihghuysen, 
afterwards 
President 
Arthur’s Secretary 
of State, ad­ 
vised: “If there are frauds in elec­ 
tions or usurpations in office, let the 
remedy be found in the courts of the 
States, or by means of impeach­ 
ment, or by the frequently.occurring 
popular elections. 
We. had better 
adhere to the Constitution and do as 
it says, which is, that we shall guari 
antee to the States a Republican 
form of government.” 
On January 
11,1875, at a mass meeting held at 
the Cooper Institute, New-'York, Mr. 
Evarts, now senior

These are " two 
very firm lines 'p^limitations which, 
preserved, will protect the magnifi­ 
cent symmetry} pi bur" governmeht 
for a peoplepf 40,000,000 as now, and 
of 100,000,000 as' hereafter, and that 
the sole ihterventioh of the Federal 
power within, the province of State 
authprity shall be to suppress vio­ 
lence, }.aii'd 'even .this office it shall 
not assume except -when Invited by 
the supreme authority of the; State, 
and: that supreme authority of the 
State is named in the Federal Con­ 
stitution as the Legislature of the 
State.” 
W hehthe force bill of 1875 passed 
the House the Ne-w York Tribune 
thus characterized it: “The provis­ 
ions of the bill are so fiagrantly at 
variance yrith the priuciples of all 
free govern-ment, and -ivith the char­ 
acteristic, theories of the' American 
system, that many of us, though we 
know the desperate character of the 
Republican majority at Washington, 
.cmihLn.ot_beUe.ve; it pos.sible foythe 
measure to paas'either House of Con­ 
gress, but we underrated the strength 
of the bad elements which are driv­ 
ing the party to its ruin.”' 
In 1875 Mr. Lodge was one of the 
most outspoken opponents of the 
force bill.

Senator Hawley cannot surely vote 
for the force bill. 
In 1875 he said iu 
the House of Representatives; 
“I cannot agree to put any further 
or greater powers into the bauds of 
any President of the Dnited States. 
I think the existing laws upon the 
statute books are strong enough fc'. 
the preservation of all the rights 
guaranteed by the Federal Govern­ 
ment, full and strong enough for the 
fulfillment and discharge of all the 
bbllgations resting upon that Gov­ 
ernm ent., Why, sir, see how the 
honest and candid man who wrote 
that article in this morning’s Wash­ 
ington Republican regards the ques­ 
tion. 
He closed as follows; ‘The 
passage of the bUl is required to pre­ 
serve to the Republican party the 
electoral 
vote 
oi the 
Southern 
States.’ 
Well, now, the 'writer hon­ 
estly thinks that liberty, that justice, 
equality and fraternity will be tram­ 
pled in the dust if the Republican 
party does hot succeed. 
He thinks 
it will be a wise policy to go to the 
very verge of constitutional power to 
■peipetuate that party in power 
I 
cannot say that. I prefer to adhere 
to the doctrines’ , that, '1 think, will 
wear best for fifty-years to come, and 
if need be, to go.into a minority."

Die Again. 
Mrs. W. F. Roberts, who lived out 
the. other side of Corniug, after an 
illness 7 of several days ivas 
pro­ 
nounced beyond the stage of medi­ 
cal aid last Friday night. 
Her hus­ 
band and family and friends gath­ 
ered around her bedside that they 
might be with her the rcm.ain 
moments she had to spend o 
All ;the: night long -the^^sSisiousIy 
watched the expiring^gsl^n, and at 
early; dawn they ‘fü w ' her fall into 
that sleep-that knows no waking. 
Tender, loving f riends .■ had / guarded' 
her through her last moments, arid 
when death olaimedher begaai mak- 
.ing.arrañgenaents for the interment. 
Mr. Roberts ’came to town .Saturday 
noon and purchased; a shroud and 
coffin and took the shroud hpnie 
with him, stating that he would send 
for the, coffin that afternooon. When 
,ho returned home he found his wife 
able to sit up aud talk with the 
friends gathered around. She con­ 
tinued' to. grow . better and recog­ 
nized all 
her. acquaintances 
who 
called until Sunday afternoon, when 
she began to grow worse again, and 
Sunday night at an early hour died 
a death from which there is no.re­ 
covery. The coffin remained' at the 
undertaker’s office until yesterday 
morning when Mr. Roberts sent for 
it. hfrs.-Epberts 'ivas buried in the 
afternoon..

.'This is th e ‘first cake'of the kind 
that ever occurred in this section, 
and created some fear in the minds 
of the superstitious. 


A gentleman who is -well informed 
abput Southern development writes 
Manufacturer’s Record as follows: 
‘‘Of all the towns in the South, none 
has been so. widely advertised as 
Birmingham. While Birmingham’s 
growth is phenominal (for when the 
last census was taken it had a little 
over 3,000 people) yet it is true that it 
has not grown as fast within the last 
few years as its sanguine friends ex­ 
pected, nor as fast as some of its 
more entei'irise neighbors. Take for 
instance Bessemer, Fort Payne, At- 
taila, Tredegar, 
etc. These tcwns 
have unquestionably acquired many 
large plants and great indu.stries that 
Birmingham v.'ould bo glad to have 
and could have had but for the snir 
cidalpolicy that has prevailed there 
The policy tc.-vrhich. I refer -is the 
want of, harmony between the large 
land companies and the l.arge prop­ 
erty holder-s, and the high price of 
lands even for industrial purposes. 
Every property holder in Birming­ 
ham h.as an exaggerated idea of the 
value of his" real estate. Any manu­ 
facturer in iron who contemplates 
going South naturally thinks of Bir­ 
mingham first, and he either writes 
or visits the town to see what arrange­ 
ments he can make. 
This is the op­ 
portunity that is generally thrown 
away. With numbers of excellent 
sites, and anxious to have the manu­ 
facturer there, they paralyze him by 
asking several hundred dollars per 
foot for the land. 
Other places will 
gladly donate the land, aiid they get 
the plaut. 
Several times recently 
the stockholders of the Enterprise 
Manufacturing Co., have met with a 
view of turning their property into a 
large cotton mill. 
Everybody con­ 
ceded it ■was just what Birmingham 
needed, not only to give employment 
to the wives and daughters of the 
large laboring class there, hut that it 
would help the town in every way 
and be profitable to the stockholders. 
Nothing -was done, though outside 
capital waa'offered. Florence, Hunts­

Preliminary work on the

that some of the principal sub-con­ 
tractors will accompany the party, 
but, in any ease they will follow 
soon after, as they are expected to 
be ready to start the organization of 
the various construction plants, such 
as brick works, lime kilns, stone 
quarries, lumber yards, and so on, 
directly the contractor has approved 
of the several materials to be manu­ 
factured.

It is just as well to understand 
that works of tho magnitude of the 
Tredegar steel plant cannot be built 
in a day, and tliat tho most persist­ 
ent wprk cannot finish them under 
18 months. AA'c can afford to regard 
this fact with equanimity, since the 
mere construction of the buildings 
will employ a small army of iaborers 
during the whole period from the 
time enough material can be deliv­ 
ered on the ground until the day 
■when the contractor turns the jilant 
over to the comiiany, 
Tredegar is fortunate in possessing 
nearly everything needed in the way 
of raw material for construction pur­ 
poses. AVe shall see the buildings 
for this great plant created out of al­ 
most entirely native stuff. Tredegar 
brick, Tredecar stone, Tredegar tim­ 
ber and lumber, Tredegar lime, and 
all the rest of it, will combine in this 
establishment of a vast monnment to 
the unequalled materia! resources of 
Tredegar, 
Something about the size and char­ 
acter 
of 
the 
plant 
has 
al­ 
ready been published in the Repub­ 
lic a n . 
It wa.s originally intended 
to make the Tredegar stee! plant one 
of 100 tone daiiy capaeity. 
Repre­ 
sentations as to the unusual advan­ 
tages of the place, and tho recent ac­ 
quisition of important Alabama in­ 
terests by the capitalists iinderiak- 
iug the uiovoment, have induced 
them to make it a 300 ton plant. One 
reason, doubtless, for this' chang.e is 
to be found in the detcrmlnatioh of 
the steei-people to enter largely into 
the manufacture of cotton ties, and 
other steel specialties as to which a 
home market is'guaranteed in the 
South. Anotiier, as we are informed 
i.s that producers of articles which 
the company does not contémplate 
making, by arranging to connect 
their plants with tlie Tredegar steel 
works can he furnished ivith metal 
fresh from the furnace and ready for 
roüinginto any shape desired. 
The'-general oiiliuit of tlicjplant 
u'li! .consist of rail.?, merehaul bar; 


possibly hardware a¡nj:l cutlery 
roiling m ills proper will employ 
about 1,00Q. uaudii.f..5Sihilp the .whole 
plant will give employment to 8,100, 
of which all but about 000 v^ill bo 
skilled workmen.

That such a plant as the Tredegar 
steel works should be established 
here, has been already occasion for 
surprise and some incredulity^ all of 
whlchls quite natural. 
There were 
many good and sufficient =TjeaBons 
, why it should come to Tredegar, and 
possibly these may become" py and 
by apparent to our State capitalists 
•who have ,80 religiously abstained 
in the past from taking hold of what 
might bo lying around loose dn the 
hills and mountains near the aid, old 
to Vn of Jacksonville. ‘ ‘A .prophet is 
not without honor, save in his own 
country.” 
Capital from far away 
has 
apparently found something 
highly satisfactory here, 
and is 
eviucing every intention and finan­ 
cial ability to turn it into—well, stool 
among otlier things. 
Meantime the Jacksonville Mining 
& Mauufaoturmg Company is serene 
and happy, and, far from attempting 
to create speculation on the strength 
of tx. ?7.iccessiul location of the steel 
plant. On the other hand the offi­ 
cers of the company, always reticent 
about their plans, are apparently 
averse to making sales on the prin­ 
cipal Tredegar thoroughfares such as 
Park and Virginia Avenues. They 
do not refuse to sell, but rather avoid 
the chances to do so that increase 
with every day. This policy may be 
taken as exhibiting a degree of coU' 
fidencein the future values of the 
best grade of property, which must 
have strong foundation somewhere. 
AVheu approached bn the subj ect of 
prices the cpnapany officers admit 
that they do not desire to sell, but 
may very likely take a different view 
in the Autumn. Between now and 
then it may be that Eastern people 
interested in the industrial de.yelop- 
ment of the town may take a ■whirl 
at its real estate as well. 
Some siich 
idea has g.ained currency of late. 
■yVhatever else the mining and man­ 
ufacturing company’s management 
may be doing, it is certain that it is 
working earnestly and incessantly 
now to secure the location *of plants 
which will furnish employment to 
the women, girls and boys of the ar- 
tizans engaged at the steel plant. 
Several promising negotiations in 
this direction are reported, and Gen­ 
eral Manager AVest is expected to go 
East shortly on the business. Both 
of bur largest plants so far assured, 
the three steel furnaces, rolling mills 
&c., and the .lerro-manganese plant,' 
will employ men only. It is hoped 
that we may be able, to secure a large 
cotton mill, as the conditions for the 
establishment of one at this point are 
conceded In New England to be su- 
pcriatively good. 
We have a cotton­ 
seed oil mill, ginnery, and fertilizer 
factory going up, and planing mill 
and tannery near by. AA'e are ad­ 
vised that negotiations are pending 
for several new manufactories-of me­ 
dium eapUalizatiou, 
and securing 
the cotton mill in conjunction with 
the steei plants would bring more, 
and by tho dozen. 
There is every assurance that the 
work so auspiciously inaugurated 
will be pushed rapidly enough to put 
all the construction plants in full 
blast within 60 days, and the walls 
of the steel plant on their way up, 
within 00 days. But for the tempo­ 
rary illness of the chief contractor, 
which has detained him at the East 
some days beyond the date fixed for 
his arrival here, matters would be 
even further advanced than they are 
at present. 
His advent next week 
may be expected to set all the wheels 
In proper motion.

Eegardleas of the efforts of a few 
poliieians to retard the South’s indus­ 
trial progress, the great m ass of the 
American people Nprth and South 
are becoming more and more im ­ 
pressed with' the wonderful activity 
that is seen everywhere from Mary­ 
land to Texas. Enterprises involving 
m illions of dollars aré'-being pushed 
ahead by m en -who a year or two ago 
would not believe that the South 
possessed the advantages w hich the 
Manufacturers’ Eecord had for years 
claim ed for it; nor would they be­ 
lieve that it -was e-yer 'to, hold the 
comm anding position in'industrial 
matters w hich they are now doing all 
in their power to give it. A t Norfolk 
and ai Salem,*Va., plans are being' 
matured by outside capitalists for ex­ 
tensive steel plants, the one at Nor­ 
folk to make Bessem er steel from 
Cuban ores and the one at Salem tor 
basic Isteel,' w hile at Buena 'Vista the 
m oney has been raised tor a ?500,000 
ateei plant. A t Tredegar, A la., work 
has been commenced upon the large 
steel enterprise recently reported, 
.-which isj;q have a dadly capacity of 
SOOToñs of fihi'shed steel, aHd'lncTude 
rolling m ill, rail m ill and cotton tie 
m ill. Here are 
four great steel- 
m aking enterprises w hich are but 
signs of the tim es that indicate that 
the South is now to turn its attention 
to steel m aking w ith the same vigor 
that it has for several years given to 
the 
increase in iron 
production. 
This is the rouning out of the South’s 
developm ent, and is but the natural 
order of growth from the first stages 
of a country’s developm ent in the 
making of • the ' coarser 
grades of 
goods to'the finer ’ productions. 
As 
in iron and steel, so w ill it be in the 
manufacture of cotton goods, for the 
South; having gained control of the 
market for the cheaper grades of cot­ 
ton goods w ill, now turn its attention 
to finer qualities, and in all other 
lines of industry we m ay look for the- 
same evolution. 
The past w eek has been prolific of 
new enterprises, large and sm all, in , 
addition to the four steel plants men­ 
tioned. A t Charlotte' Harbor, F la., 
large phosphate works are tq.be built 
by a company having a paid-up capi­ 
tal of $400,000. A t Borne, Ga., $200,- 
000 brick works are to be built, and 
at Savannah, a $60,000 w all plaster 
company has been organized. 
At 
Greensboro, N . C.,-Philadelphia cap­ 
italists are to build a $100,000 rolling 
m ill. In Mnryláncl 2. $50,000. (jusry- 
ing company has been organized. 
A t Marion, N . C., a 1,000,000 gold- 
m ining company w ill put in m ining 
m achinery and establish chlorina­ 
tion w orks; at 'W ilmington, in the 
same State, a $40,000 factory to ex- 
tr.act oil from pine has been built; at 
Monroe, a $100,000 land company has 
been organized, and at Marion, a 
$00,000 land company. Chattanooga, 
Tenp., is to have a new $-54,000 ice 
factory, and N ashville w ill probably 
•secure-a $1,000,000 packiñg-hoúse. In 
■Virginia a $-500,000 company has been 
organized at Staunton to build a.beef 
packing h ou se: a m inning company 
has purchased near D illw yn 30,000 
acres of land, and w ill build a new 
town; at M ineral: City an Englis'n 
company w ith a capital of: $1,200,000 
has purchased extensive gold mines, 
and-will erect , sulphuric acid, phos­ 
phate and reduction works. Thia is 
a summary of only a fevv of the big 
enterprises for one -week, and, taken 
in consideration w ith 
the m any 
amalier concerns that are being es­ 
tablished In alm ost every.town of the 
South, it gives a fair idea of what the 
South is doing, despite politics and 
the heat of mid-s-ummer. . 


A Great Steel Plant in Tredegar, AI.-j. 
Manufacturers’ Rcoord. 
W ork has commenced upon the 
foundation of the great steel plant at 
Tredegar, A la., recently mentioned 
in the Manuracturers’ Becord. The 
letter of Major W est, 
published in 
this issue, sho-u’s that this plant is to 
have a daily capacity of 300 tons of 
finished steel;' tHat the buildings 
w ill eo-éer 22 acres of ground, require 
18,000,000 bricks for their construc­ 
tion, and that em ploym ent w iil be 
given to over 3,000 men, m ostly skill- 
ed'mechahics. This is the' greatest 
single enterprise ever' establishbd in 
the South, as regards the number of 
m en to be' employed, and its 'con­ 
struction means that Tredegar -will 
become one of the íoading industrial 
centers of the country.’ 'The Manu­ 
facturers’ Eé'eórd has often expressed 
its belief that Alabama -would .be­ 
come an important producer o f steel 
and susiilem ent its remarkable rec­ 
ord o f iron m aking'w ith an equally- 
good one in sfecl m aking.

D is­ 
trict .Tudges are given the power 
w hich the House bill confers 'exclu­ 
sively or Circuit Judges m cases 
where the latter arc for any reason 
incompetent. Ic provides that par­ 
ties applying for the enforcement of 
the law shall be ineligible for the of­ 
fice of Supervisor. 
The provision of the House bill au­ 
thorizing supervisors in cities having 
20.000 inhabitants, or upward to ver­ 
ify by proper inquiry and exam ina­ 
tion, the respective places or residen­ 
ces given by persons on the register­ 
ed hat IS retained, but the provision 
authorizing a thorough and eflectiye 
house-to-house canvass in cities of 
100.000 inhabitants or upward is stric­ 
ken out.

"Boss” Quay has come to the sup­ 
port of Teller and Plumb and is now 
advising his colleagues not to at­ 
tem pt to pass tlie measure at this ses­ 
sion. AValcott, Paddock, H ale, A.1- 
iison and A ldrich have also joined 
the Teller-Plumb wing of the party 
and were today advocating the poli­ 
cy of announcing openly th at the 
rules of the senate would not 
be 
changed for any measure, in order 
that the democrats m ight consent to 
the passage of the tarifi bill w ithout 
unnecessary delay. W hile they do 
not mention the force bill, as it is 
impossible for th a t measure to ■ pass 
without changing the rules, their po­ 
sition is, of course, understood to be 
in opposition to the iniquitous; meas­ 
ure, and from the present indications 
the bill will soon be beneath the sod. 
Tom Reed, of course, is very angry 
and has made use of some of his char­ 
acteristic profane language ia speak­ 
ing of the honest senators who have 
withdrawn from his camp. He even 
w ent 80 far as to make use of the ex­ 
pression tod.ay th at the house should 
not adjourn until the bill became a 
law, even if it took till the 4lh of 
March. H e further said that the 
house would not accept such a mild 
biil as some senators proposed. U n­ 
til the house got the bill it wanted, 
it would not adjourn. Thus Reed ia 
now trying to bulldoze the senate. 
Of course the senate cannot adjourn 
without the consent of the house, 
and Reed expects to punish the sen- 
aiors by keeping them there until 
they succumb, and pass his force bill, 
Tiie chances, however, are that Reed 
can’t work this game on the senate. 
In the first place the senators w ill 
uot submit to Reed’s dictation, and 
in the second place, he will not be 
able to bold all bis men in the house 
in line on such a scheme as this. 
The fight between Reed and the 
senate will be an interesting one. 
The beat opinion is, however, that 
Reed is butting against a stone wall 
when )m attacks the senate iu iiie 
niauucr ho proposes. 
Yes, the force bili is dying.' •

If so all arrangements about^a battle 
. on the tariff ground would naturally 
have to be abandoned. And so U;>a 
that no activity is observed on the 
. part of either committee. The repub­ 
licans have yet to decide jusfc what 
part the elections bill shall play in 
the cairaiaign, whether as a law to be 
'-■applied or as a measure they simply 
approve of, and until that decision 
Is reached the democrats can do but 
little. 
- 
, It IS pointed out by the democrats 
..that in the coming contest they will 
,i-‘have the advantage in the way they 
■ w ill be able to distribute their best 
• .speakers. 
Fortunately for them, 
■they claim, tbeir congressional lead­ 
ers are all assured in advance oí tbeir 
return here, and hence can go to the 
relief of their friends in any part of 
: the country who 
may be pressed 
• closely.- The strongest of the repub­ 
lican speakers m the house will, on 
the other band, bo kept bus3’at home 
looking each after his own individu­ 
al fortunes. But however the Issues 
may finally be made up the campaign 
must be a short one. 
It will not 
last over six weeks beginning the 
middle of .September, but it promises 
to be an exciting one from start to 
finish. 
The question of a new apportion­ 
ment, when it comes up in the House 
will be an interesting one. After ev­ 
ery census the apportionment has 
been changed to meet the require­ 
ments of the increase of population, 
-- and the popular branch of Congress 
has increased in membership accor- 
dinglj'. How the House has 332 
» 
members, counting those from the 
new states, though 325 was the num­ 
ber given by its last apportionment. 
This was based on the apportionment 
of oneEepresentative to every 151,- 
000 people. The total pormlation of 
the country at the last census was 
50,155,723, and this year it is estima- 
that It w ill approach 65,000,000. This 
large Increase will make it necessarj' 
either to Increase the basis of repre­ 
sentation or increase the member­ 
ship of the House or both. The ques­ 
tion has almost as many sides as the 
House has members. 
Some, who 
think the present bodj- too largo and 
unwleldlj’, hold that under no ei r- 
cireuinstanoes should the si'/.e of it 
be increased. Others favor cutting 
down the basis of representation and 
allowing the membership to run as 
high as it could, pointing out that 
the British House of Commons has 
about 700 members, and j-et mana­ 
ges lo do -.vor'K required of a popu­ 
lar’oody. Between those extremes 
there are advocates of many other 
plans. One of the most talked of is 
to-increase the basis of repr.seniation 
to 180,000 or JS-5,000 which would 
probablj' give the House a member­ 
ship of .350 or SCO. 
If this is done, 
the increase srouid scarceli’ be .sul'i- 
cient to out .any state out of a Eeiire- 
sentativo.

The presumption of the finder of 
the dead body on the 
m ountain, 
Thursday night, was correct. 
Itp io v e d to be unm istakably the 
rem ains of young -Bobert S. E d­ 
wards, the eighteen-year-old son of 
Mr. Ogden E . Edw ards, secretary 
a n d ,treasurer of the A nniston Street 
Eailv/ay Company. 
About the first of June the young 
man was in school at A uburn. The 
president of tlie institution wrote to 
his father th a t he was so much at­ 
tached to bis dog and gun th at he 
took no interest in his studies and it 
would be best to take him home. 
H e came after receiving a letter from 
his father. A few days after his ar­ 
rival his father took h im out upon 
the veranda of the In n and coun­ 
seled with him in a kind but positive 
way. 
H e told him th a t he m ust 
give up. his alm ost idolatrous wor­ 
ship of his dog and gun, th at he 
would never m ake a man unless he 
did BO. 
Y"oung Edw ards w ent to his 
room, got his dog and gun and came 
down to the city. He' made some 
purchases for his m other w hich was 
carried up by a servant. 
H e then w ent off in th e direction 
of Choccolbcco creek, w ith his gun 
on hfs shoulder, his dog accompany­ 
ing him . 
H e did no* return and 
m any were the preshm ptions as to 
w hat had become of him . 
Some 
thought th a t he had drowned him ­ 
self in the creek or com m itted sui­ 
cide by shooting him self. 
Others 
thought th at lie had -v/andered off in 
a fit of passiou and would soon re­ 
turn. H is parents accepted the latter 
belief.

. Mr. Tom Bayfield was the party 
finding the rem ains. 
H e had a cou­ 
ple of young dogs out training them 
for sport this w inter, and had gone, 
w ith them to a w ild and ’ unfre­ 
quented spot on the top of the m oun­ 
tain ju st west of the Oxanna hotel. 
The dogs treed an opossum and in 
going to them found the corpse. 
H e at once came to the c¡ky and re­ 
ported the m atter to the police, and 
to the H ot B last as published yester­ 
day.

' 
Mr. S. L. Niolon, superintendent 
of the street car line, w ith m any 
others, w ent and found: the body ear­ 
ly yesterday m orning. H e a t once 
identified it. The frontal of his head 
had been com pletely blown off by 
the force oí a gun shot wound, and 
his head was lying a considerable 
dLstance from his body. A ll the flesh 
had decayed from the bones. A few 
feet from him lay the skeleton of his 
faithful dog. 
Its head had also been 
blown to pieces. 
Between the limbs 
of a tree near by was found the hat 
of the young m an. 
U nderneath the 
band on the inside was found a letter 
addressed to his father, but carefully 
sealed. 
In another envelope, un ­ 
sealed, was found $15. 
The hat had 
been, carefully arranged in the'tree 
so as to protect the letter from the 
weather. 
Everything showed that 
the-suicide was long prem editated 
and skillfDlIy planned. I t is the pre­ 
sum ption that he fired both barrels 
of his-gun into the dog. 
Then re­ 
loaded and intended to send both 
barrels' into his own brain, but the 
fijst load killing him instantly pre­ 
vented. .. Oiie barrel of the gun was 
found loaded and cocked.

H e stated th at he 
had rather die than give up bis dog 
and gun, and explained how he 
would end his existence.

man. came to his death by a gun shot 
wound administered by his own 
hand.

Are Reed and M cKinley U nderm in­ 
ing Blaine’s Influence?:. . 


New Y ork’World. 
W ashington, August 8.—The presi­ 
dent’s Boston trip comes opportune­ 
ly for his peace of mind. 
For two 
days now, he has undergone some of 
the most vigorous and disquieting 
pulling and hauling th at ever a chief 
executive was subjected to. 
The 
World had told the story of bis thor­ 
ough conversion to the Blaine recip­ 
rocity programme, and so the Eeed 
and M cKinley peojile were ready for 
him when he returned from 
Cape 
May. There has been some anim ated 
conversation in the white hou.se dur­ 
ing the past forty-eight hours, and 
in th at tim e General H arrison has 
heard some exceedingly plain talk. 
H e has found out that it costs some 
thing to surrender to even so brilliant 
and powerful m an as Mr. Blaine. 
I t is to be said to the president’s 
credit that his conversation, when 
he first returned here, showed that 
his conversion had beon thorough. 
H e was very empuai,:. a expressing 
his reciprocity views. B ut Mr, Eeed 
13 not easily knocked out and the re­ 
sult of the first m eetiug w ith t'ae 
president was sim ply to brace up 
up Beed for a second attack. H e not 
only returned to the charge himself, 
but took M ajor M cKinley with him 
and the tivo of them seem to 
have 
succeeded in rather shaking the pres­ 
ident’s resolution to send a reciproci­ 
ty message to congress. They have 
attacked not only Mr. Blaine's argu­ 
ments and deductions, but called in ­ 
to question the very statistics upon 
w hich they are based. 
The opinion here as to w hether or 
not he w ill send a special reciprocity 
message to the senate is about evenly 
divided. 
M r. Blaince’s friends in 
congress were disappointed when, 
instead of com inghere, he w ent back 
to Bar H arborirom Cape May. Their 
idea was tb a th is presence here wb’ald 
be -worth m any votes to his reciproc­ 
ity project. 
He 
was strenuously 
urged to come here, aud w ill be urg­ 
ed again, and some of his friends be­ 
lieve that he w ill soon be here. H e 
has been advised of the presure th a t 
is being brought to bear to induce 
the president to throw over the recip­ 
rocity project,'so fas,-as a special 
message is concerned, and has been 
told th a t it would be the p art of wis­ 
dom for him to come here, and, if 
necessary,-meet the other side in a 
sort of a jo in t debate a t the w hite 
house. If the president and Mr. 
Blaine meet in Bostpn, the form er’s 
backbone, it is thought, w ill be m a­ 
terially stiffened.

The hammock has much to ans'wer 
for. 
I t baa developed from nothing into 
a potent factor in m idsummer social 
joys and sorrows. 
A decade ago the ham m ock was 
sporadic. I t is now universal. Cer­

A 
young moon is very like a ham mock, 
and w hen Luna appears in the west, 
her crescent apparently swung be­ 
tween two invisible trees and fasten­ 
ed w ith a bright pair of stars, the 
analogy is'complete. One can read­ 
ily fancy an angel swaying in the 
celestial hammock, w hich said also 
contains a man. And the ideal is so

western allies, 
Mr. 'Tillm an is right. The sub- 
treasury bill will not relieve the ag­ 
ricultural depression existing in the 
south. H it shall be passed it will in 
fact increase the burdens of the 
farm ers and place them still further 
under the money power of the coun­ 
try. Mr. Tillm an did not give his 
reasons for opposing the_bill, but we 
have no doubt th at they are good and 
sufficient reasons. "We wish th at he 
had given full expression to his 
opinions, but it is true, as he says, 
that no one who reads his letter “ can 
fail to understand his meaning.”— 
Charleston Kewa and Courier. 


They Repudiate Harrison. 


"Washington, Aug. 13.—The mass 
meeting of colored citizens of the 
D istrict of Columbia hold here yes­ 
terday evening for the purpose of in­ 
dorsing the Lodge bill was a success 
in one way, but resulted in the entire 
extinguishm ent of Benjamin H arri­ 
son, president of the United States, 
and Judge Richard Allen Dawson, of 
Jersey City. Judge Dawson was se­ 
lected to prepare a set of resolutions 
for presentation to the mass meeting. 
He wrote a glowing eulogy of Presi­ 
dent H arrison and warmly indorsed 
H enry Cahot Lodge and bis bayonet 
biil. The mass meeting ruthlessly 
tore up both paragraphs and simply 
announced themselves as in favor of 
some federal elections bill. This ac­ 
tion was brought about by tlie fact 
that Colonel Perry Carson, the “ boss” 
of the D istrict of Columbia colored 
republicans and a great admirer of 
James G. Blaine, got control of the 
meeting. 
H arrison has given the 
cold shoulder to Carson’s ambition to 
hold a federal office and the colored 
boss relaiiated by shutting out his 
biographer. Judge Dawson. 


MaiiuTacturers Oppose the Force Bill. 


An im portant conference is said to 
have been held at the residence of 
Senator Quay, in this city, Tuesday 
night, which may have material 
bearing upon the force bill. About 
a dozen Republic.an Senators and 
several prom inent Kew York and 
Philadelphia manufacturers 
were 
present, and the situation in the sen­ 
ate was freely discussed. The gener­ 
al opinion among those present was 
that the Vuisinesa men of the country 
are far more interested in the speedy 
settlem ent oradiustraentof the tariff 
problem than they are in the fate of 
the Federal election bill. The man­ 
ufacturers said that the business of 
the country is in a very unsatisfacto­ 
ry condition, and the sooner the iar- 
ill biil is disposed of, the better it 
will be for all the people of the coun­ 
try. It was also said that if the force 
bill c.an be laid aside it is quite prob­ 
able the opposition to the tariff Ijill 
might he mitigated. 
It was finally 
agreed that the force bill la the great 
obstacle to the prompt passage of the 
tariff hill, and an effort will be mado 
to sidc-traek it. 


A few days ago the H ot Blast i>ub- 
lislied an account of a sm-all boy of 
Mr. A. J. Burgess, who lives three 
miles east of the city, being kicked 
on the head. The physicians did all 
they could for him, but the little un­ 
fortunate died W ednesday night at 
9 oelock, three days after the occur­ 
rence.—H ot Blast. 


W hen sucfi recognized Ropublicar. 
leaders as-Jirines G, Blaine and Pres­ 
ton B. Plumb essay!' to depart very 
widely from IhoirHifc-loug convic­ 
tions on the lari fl question, it cer­

Beeeutl.v, however, The Champion 
has discovered certain reasons for 
very materially , changing its m ind 
on this subject, and a t this W'riting 
it has no hesitancy in declaring that, 
all sentiment 
and 
bias 
aside, 
while a protective tariff is a decided 
and almost indispensable benefit to 
the East, the great manufacturing 
and financial stronghold of out coun­ 
try, for the West, the great agricult­ 
ural area of our land, it is a jiositive 
inj ury, a barrier to its progress, an 
insurmountable hindrance to its de­ 
velopment, and an effectual estoppel 
to its m aterial prosperity. 
W hat has led the Champion to 
this conclusion, this radical chane in 
its economic opinions? Briefly this: 
I t has found that the dominance of 
the protective idea the E ast has stead­ 
ily grown in wealth at the expense 
and to the detrim ent of the West.

to m aintain themselves respectably. 
K ot only so, but Eastern manufact­ 
urers and caxiatilists have, by reason 
of this protective tariff, been placed 
in a position w’here their financial 
power gives them practical control of 
our Government in all 
its 
depart­ 
ments, despite the .votes and wishes 
of the people of the W estern States— 
who, by reason of being large credit­ 
ors, of necessity borrowers and of de­ 
pendents upon the East, are virtual­ 
ly politically disfranchised. 
These facts have induced the Cham­ 
pion at this time to make public Its 
conviction that a protective tariff is 
one of the many things the W est does 
not want and cannot afford to sus­ 
tain. 
The W estern farmer has no inter­ 
est whatever in a protective tariff. 
His interest rather lies in the direc­ 
tion of free trade—of access to 
all 
markets—wherever its products may­ 
be in demand. It is for his interest 
to sell what he raises wherever in 
all the wide world he can find a pur­ 
chaser, and thus provide himself with 
the means of disposing of his sur­ 
plus crops. Hot only is he vitally 
interested in securing all possible 
markets, but equally so in buying 
w'uat he needs as cheeply as possi­ 
ble. Sell where he may, and buy at 
the lowest figures; this selfish os it 
may seem, is what most coucerna the 
W estern farmer. 
Free trade will give the W est the 
markets of the world, and an oppor­ 
tunity to buy what it requires at leas 
than half it now pays for these same 
articles. 
> 
Lumber, 
hardware, 
furniture, 
clothing, groceries a n ^ agricultural 
imxffements- these the W est needs 
principally. Free trade w ill bring 
these things to us at figures far be­ 
low jirotective prices. 
In all this the Champion speaks 
solely from the standpoint of self-in­ 
terest. i t is with States and sections 
as with 
individual 
citizens—self 
preservation is the first 
obligation. 
A due regard to our sectional preser­ 
vation, our territorial interest, de­ 
mands the adoption of free trade— 
commercial reciprocity with all na­ 
tions. The East, as we have stated, 
has grown dacgeronsiy rich, by means 
of aprotectivQ. tariff; now let the 
W est assert itself and use the means 
at its command to change its econom­ 
ic jiolicy to one more conductive to 
sectional welfare. 
The quee.tion is broader than parLy 
liues. I t is more vital than mere 
form al political organizations, and 
more essential than the dominance 
of any particular sot of politician.s, 
tor iftouches our life and is indis­ 
solubly interwoven w ith our exist­ 
ence.

lNi)iAi,'A.POLis, I kd., Aug. 12.—Ten 
acres of the -farm of Thomas Habson, 
three miles north , of 'Waldron, have 
been destroyed for farm ing purposes, 
and great holes have been blown in 
the earth. The course of F lat Rock 
srcsk has been turned up sLream; 
birds, snakes, rabbits and fish are 
dead, while the fish are thoroughly 
cooked in the heated basin.. 
I t is caused by an upheaval of th e 
waters. A log fire was blazing in the 
m idst of the ten acres -when, w ithout 
warning, the earth belched forth its 
flames, great trees -were hurled sky­ 
ward and all the water in F lat Rock 
creek was converted into foam and 
steam. A vast pocket of natural gas 
burst forth and the scene was beauti­ 
ful. This gas took lire and blazed 
fiercely above the trees at tim es and 
continued all yesterday and last 
night. To-day 3,000 spectators view­ 
ed the phenomenon. The fire has 
been extinguished, hut gas Is stiil es­ 
caping. Some assert that another 
agency than ga.s is the cause of the 
phenomenon, but the general convic­ 
tion is that no other agency could 
have produced the effect on the w at­ 
er. .One of the marvelou.s effects of 
the water is that n o ta drop of F ist 
Rock’s flood has gone below the cav­ 
ern since the uxihcavei.

How He Saved the Life of an Officer 
"Who AVas Lose in the Tiotthm

Jtn 3880, whUc a Kiember of Com­ 
pany E of the. Texas State rangers, 
says a -writer in the Ne-w York Sun, 
I was ordered up into Presidio coun­ 
ty with a squad of inen to follow 
Victorlo’a murderous band of Apa­ 
ches. After the death of that famous 
chieftain In the Candelera -Moun­ 
tains, Chihuahua, Mex., the rem­ 
nant of the band recrossed the Eio 
Grande, and m y command trailed 
them into the Sierra Liaboio, just 
across tho lino of New Mexico, 
killed so-veral and brought the pri­ 
soners back to Fort Davis, the seat 
of Presidio county. 
It was feared 
that tho scattering hostiles would 
unite again and make another raid 
into Texas, and to be prepared for an 
invasion of that sort I was ordered 
to go into permanent camp at Moos- 
kle’a ranch, which is about eight 
miles from the post. 
Before -we had been established at 
i/hO old ranch a -week our camp was 
STerran with salamander 
rats, a 
small rodent resembling the common 
fleld mole, but a trifle larger. The 
pests created great havoc among our 
forage, and as corn was high priced 
and hard to get we seriously con­ 
sidered abandoning our camp, as it 
is almost impossible to get rid of sal­ 
amanders once they establish them­ 
selves In a place. One of our Mexi­ 
can herders suggested a way out of 
the difficulty. He assured us that 
the king snake or prairie runner was 
death to salamanders, and a few of 
^ these reptiles turned loose in camp 
would soon rid us of the corn eating 
rats. 
On the big prison plain beyond 
Mitre peak, at a point where the Sou­ 
thern Pacific railroad now crosses, 
was k n o -^ to he a favorite haunt of 
the snakes, and a scout of men was 
ordered out to capture a few. The 
boys were gone two days and re­ 
turned with a score or more ot the 
reptiles. The squirming lot were re­ 
leased in the old ranch, and in t-wo 
days’ time they had despatched the 
last salamander. 
After their food 
supply became exhausted the snakes 
disappeared, and, as they can travel 
like a race horse, probably made 
their way back to their old haunts 
on the prison plain. 
One big fellow 
had been trampled upon by a ranger 
and so badly wounded that It was 
left behind when its fellows migra­ 
ted and speedily became a great pet. 
I t ultimately recovered, but evinced 
no inclination to leave. 
We chris­ 
tened his snakeship Bobo, and it 
soon became as tame as a kitten. 
Bobo was very fond ot milk, and as 
we had an abundant supply, a neigh­ 
boring ranchman giving us all that 
we could carry away, the snake was 
always given a big bowl of its favor­ 
ita beverage every night. 
Bobo had the freedom of the camp, 
and every man in the command was 
its friend. 
In the morning when 
the horses and pack mules were sent 
out under guard to graze, Bobo would 
accompany the herders, coiling up 
like a lariat about the horn of one 
of the men’s saddle. ■ 
Sometimes the snake would make 
a trip to Fort Davis with, a ranger, 
but It would never stay away from 
camp over night. As soon as the 
sun set it would scuttle away, and, 
being able to travel as last a.s the 
average horse, would reach 
the 
ranch in time for its evening ration 
of milk. 
Thera -was an abundance of game, 
deer, antelope and elk in the vicinity 
of our camp, and one day a Big Horn 
or Eocky Mountain sheep was start­ 
ed up In ihe Davis mountain, but it 
escaped before a shot could be had at 
It. I was particularly fond of hunt­ 
ing, and anxious to bag a big horn. 
Without saying anything of my pur­ 
pose, I left camp early one morning 
■with the determination of bringing 
la the horns of the big sheep, if I 
stayed n week. 
Reaching the ioothiiis of the Da­ 
vis range, I entered one of the nu­ 
merous canons which traverse it, 
and, trotting along, kept a sharp 
lookout for big horn sign. The can­ 
on in -which^ I -(vas riding had ages 
before been the bed of a mighty riv­ 
er, and was obliged to watch sharply 
for natural wells, hundreds of which 
pierced the old bed of the stream. 
Night overtook me, and I had not 
yet seen the faintest sign oí the 
quarry. I began to look about for a 
suitable camping place, where there 
was grass and water, and, as twi­ 
light is very bnef in Uiat latitude, 
urged my horse into a bnsK canter. 
Darkness came on very quickly, and 
I was soon surrounded by an inky 
gloom. Suddenly my horse pulled 
up so sharply tn.at I threw mysell 
far back m the s.eddlo to keep from 
being pitched from my seat, and 
then I found myself falling, with tlio 
horse beneath me. 
There was a shock, and for a mo­ 
ment I -was stunned. When I recov­ 
ered consciousness I found that my 
horse had tumbled down a natural 
well. 30 feet deep, and lind been in­ 
stantly Killed. 1 was cousiderahlv 
shocked, but fortimatelv no hones 
were broken. It did not take mo 
long to realize the seriously uncom­ 
fortable ufttiire of ray posiiioii, lor 
plainsmen think (juicklv 
Ihev.'ell mr,o which! had faiiuu 
was perfcoiJy round. I!s sides were 
as smooth as glass, and it. was too far 
from Bide to aide for mo to climb out 
by the use of elbows and kticca. 
I wa.s in a stone prison, a dungeon 
from which there is no escape with­ 
out help from the outside, and as I 
realized this a drop of rmn splashed 


in my face ; and I heard the distant 
rumble of fbimder. A storm -vfas 
coming on, and in ten minutes’ time, 
if there -was a heaA'y fall of rain, my 
trail -would be obliterated. I tried to 
calculate how long.I could hold out 
before a search party would come af­ 
ter me, and gave it up when I con- 
slaered how unlikely it was that any­ 
thing but the merest accident would 
bring tho searchers to this particular 
place. I was In a tight hole in more 
ways than one, and the thoughts 
that came to me in the next two or 
three minutes were decidedly sol­ 
emn ones. Suddenly a cold, clammy 
body touched my hand, and I heard 
Bobo’s familiar hies. I spoke to the 
reptile, and it climbed up my body 
to my shoulder. Where It had man­ 
aged to secrete itself all this time I 
could not at first imagine, until I re­ 
membered that on tho morning pre­ 
vious 1 had found his snakeship in 
one of my saddle pockets, to which 
it had crept for shelter from the cold 
night air. 
"Poor Bobo,” 1 said aloud. 
We 
are companions iu misery, and if I 
am not mistaken our bones will 
eventually He together here, mixed 
up with those of my horse. 
Any­ 
way, I ’ll take take a smoke.” 
“I filled my pipe and struck « 
match. 
Tho bright light annoyed 
Bobo, 
and, 
raising its head, it 
reached out toward the side of the 
well. Before the match went out it 
had got a hold upon the smooth 
stone and was wriggling its way to 
ward the top. X don’t know what 
made me think of it, but I suddenly 
remembered 
Bobo's fondness for 
milk and dislike for staying away 
from camp over night. 
Before the reptile was beyond my 
reach 1 pulled it hack,.determined to 
make it the means of getting me out 
of the -well. I twined its body about 
my neck, and by tho use of endear­ 
ing phrases and an occasional stroke 
of the hand quieted 
the reptile. 
Striking another match, I tore a leaf 
from my notebook and hastily scrib­ 
bled a few lines, describing tho acci­ 
dent which had befallen me and lo­ 
cating as well as I could the canon 
in which it had happened.

This ship took- him to 
Liverpool,, where his was provided 
with a secure hiding place until ‘a 
passage was secured for him on the 
Bath ship Bombay, wbioh ; landed 
him in Philadelphia on . November

5. Wlirit excuse or pretext : con 
there be for maintaining the present 
excessive' tariff schedule—or for 
adopting the still more iniquitous 
McKinley increase—when toe coun­ 
try is at peace with all nations save 
the solid South, and ivhen the sur­ 
plus is become,an inexhaustible fund 
to teiript unscrupulous and specula­ 
tive legislators? 
As to pension frauds. The'man 
wlio served creditably in the army of 
the Union; he who saw service and 
sriflered; and is now in any wise en­ 
feebled, injured or i^ nee3, should 
be pensioned in the most gárierous 
way.

Bird’s-Eye View. of the . McKinley 
Bill,” and gave a summary of its 
chief features, showing that “ with 
the exception of the sugar schedule 
there is an aggregate ad valorem in­ 
crease of duty on every schedule, 
and a total average increase of duty; 
on dutiable articles of 10.64 per cent., 
in the Senate (froni 43.33, the preserii 
ráte, to 51.07), and of 11.46 in the 
House (to 52.80).’’ The article cop- 
oludes with these plain words: 
‘‘Readers will make their own 
judgment of the McKinley bill. We 
fail to see in it any such reduction as 
the Capital has long-urged, save on 
siigar. ■ There i.s no attempt to revise 
‘with the purpose of! ben'efitting .the 
consumers. • There are beneficial a(i- 
vances'ol duty on farm prodpcts, but 
on the majority of farni proii-qcts the 
advance ivill have no effect whatever. 
The bill oil the whole is -riot in the 
interest of national protection, and 
merits the disajíprobation oí Senator' 
Plumb and Mr. Blaine.”

Something over ii year .ago he went 
to Oxford to live, ivhere for most of 
the tiriie since he ha.s been employed 
by the Oxford Lake Company in 
book keeping and other work. 
. Cql. Thorton wa.s somewhat pecul­ 
iar in-his way, but kindhearted, gen­ 
erous andhonerable, and enjoyed the 
friendship of those ivho came in con­ 
tact-with him.

K ind printers, as you value m y 
peace of mind, do be careful with 
the proof-sheets of m y manuscript 
D on't for conscience sake get it into 
your heads that you know better 
than I the words of a quotation. 
D on't spell m y few French words by 
sound and diflerently from w hat I 
write them. Respect m y orthogra­ 
phy and deal gently with m y syntax 
for the sake oí heaven. I t is very 
distressing "to w rite t’ls a vU and 
have it spelled vis a vie. I t is heart­ 
rending to get upon a cloud and float 
far above the “m adding crowd” and 
read afterwards th at I had been soar­ 
ing 
around above a “m addening 
crowd.” I suppose it was because I 
was w riting from an hotel that you 
made me spell ill-bred, ill-bread—a 
kind of counection of ideas, so to 
speak. Have you forgotten th a t the 
first lesson you learned, when you 
were “ devil” in the printing office, 
was to follow copy if it led you out 
of the window? “ Pity the sorrows 
of a poor old m an” and set this up 
as It is w ritten and then, if you can, 
get Col. McKee or some other sensi­ 
ble and cultivated man to read the 
proofs. 
Remember that the R epub­ 
lic a n reaches me here on Sunday 
when I am In m y most devout frame 
of mind, and then rem em ber the 
strong tem ptation one has to swear 
when the child of his brain comes to 
him diaflgured beyond recognition 
through the superior wisdom of the 
compositor and the carelessness of 
the proof reader.

and among whose vast solitudes and 
lofty heights I had wandered as a 
hoy, umnlndful 
of

stores of wealth, but vrhoso beauty 
and grandeur I learned to love as 
manhood grew apace on me and 
whose sublimity, I trust, led me up 
from a contemplation of Nature to 
N ature's God, the scene was not so 
surprising. I t was only another leaf 
in the portfolio of beauty and gran­ 
deur that nature has spread all over 
Calhoun county,: Bifl I never before 
80 appreciated the loveliness of N an­ 
ces "Valley as when seen from tisis 
lofty point of observation.

On Tuesday September- 2nd, the 
eighth session of the Norm al School 
will begin. 
Considering the large 
number present last ae-ssiou and the 
growing prosperity and consequent 
popularity of the school it is confi­ 
dently expected that the attendance 
this year will be larger than th at of 
any previous year. The school seems 
to be reaching out and drawing from 
the territory it was originally intend­ 
ed it'should draw from. There were 
about GO hoarding pupils enrolled 
last year, coming from the counties 
in this section of the State. The 
Nonna] Department has largely in- 
crea,sed, but does not yet answer the 
demands upon it. TheB residsnthas 
received letters from various parts of 
the State and some from Georgia and 
Mississippi asking for gradu.ates of 
thi.s school. In a monetary point of 
view it will be a decided advantage 
to young teachers in this section of 
the State to leave thoir schools for a 
year or two and take the normal 
course here. By doing this they will 
receive a life certificate that will en­ 
title them to teach any where in this 
State and in most other States with­ 
out the annoyance and expense of 
examinations and command much 
better salaries than they now get. 
Tliere is a great and growing demand 
for normally trained teachers, and 
the young man or young lady that 
can resj^nd to this demand is sure of 
a lucrative position. 
I t is very necessary that all pupils 
should enter on the opening of the 
session. A week or even a few days 
delay may be a serious disadvantage 
to the pupil. 
W hile pupils are re­ 
ceived at all times during the .session 
the classes are organized aud begin 
to advance imm ediately on the open­ 
ing of the school, and those who en­ 
ter afterwards are generally behind 
and a little embarrassed in the be- 
giuning. The .expenses of all arc 
very low; of normal students noth­ 
ing scarcely except their board. For 
ÍUÜ iniorraation in regard to board 
etc., write to the president, C. B, 
Oil?2on.

cotton bagging, 35,000,000 yards of it 
would be required, which is equivo- 
lent to 27,000,000 of the staple, mak­ 
ing a new market for 55,000 bales, of 
500 pounds each. 
A ta very low estimate, it is believ­ 
ed that this increased consumption 
will-add to the market price of the 
'staple' at least half a cent a pound- 
giving an additional value of |2..50to 
each bale, while the saving 6y the 
use of-jute would be but 23 cents a 
bale.

CROW CLÜTCHINO. 


The Novel IVny the Uoosior Farmer lí.ád 
of TrsppSng the Canning Bird. 


New York .Sun. 
^. Indiana farmbrs in the back dis­ 
tricts have a novel and eflective way 
of entrapping crows. To trap in this 
way the trapper must first catch a 
crow alive, which is generally done 
by crippling one with fine shot. The 
live crow is the trap. He is placed 
on his back in the field and fasted iu 
that position by driv'ing a forked 
stick deep in the ground over each 
wing near the body. The crow’s feet 
have free play, and there is no em­ 
bargo in his lungs. Any one who 
knows anything about crows that the 
moment one is hurt or in trouble it 
makes the fact known by loud and 
peculiar cries. There may not have 
been another seen or heard in the 
locality for hours, but in less than a 
half minute after the injured crow 
gives its . cry of distress, crows will 
come scurrying in from all points of 
the compass, answering the signals 
of distress with emphatic and assur­ 
ing caws. The moment the distress­ 
ed crow is discovered by the others 
they swoop down upon it, and unless 
It is held in duress by some trap or 
contrivance of the enemy so it can’t 
bo removed, bear it away to a place 
of safety, where it is nursed back to 
the soundness of health. Crows are 
not often deluded into falling into 
ordinary traps, but once in a while 
one will get his foot unawares into a 
steel trap set for something else. In 
answer to his cries his rescuing com­ 
rades have been known to get enough 
of the flock’s beaks and claws to bear 
on the trap to carry it oil with its 
prisoner. How they have succeeded 
in releasing him from this trap after­ 
ward no one knows. 
The live crow fastened by his wings 
on his back on the ground becomes 
atbnce the only sure and never- 
failing crow trap ever tried. He 
sends forth the most distressing of 
cries, and along comes a flock of yel­ 
ling crows 
in response to them. 
They pounce down upon the pros­ 
trate bird to rescue him. The bound 
crow’s claws and legs are free to play 
at the bird’s will. In his desperation 
he clutches the first crow that sweeps 
within his reach. 
He not only 
clutches, but holds on like grim 
death. Some one is always in hiding 
near by, and the moment the decoy 
crow fastens on and makes a Victim 
of the crow that would befriend him 
the watcher hurries to tlie scene and 
captures the captive’s captive. This 
crow is in turn made a decoy in an­ 
other part of the field, and he isn’t 
long in fastening onto a victim from 
among his would-be rescuers. In 
ten minutes after the first crow is set 
a farmer has no difficulty in getting 
half a dozen other traps in operation, 
all doing steady and infallible work 
on their excited and philanthropic 
brethren. The fanner may set as 
many crows as he likes, for after get­ 
ting his first one the supply will last 
as long as there is a free crow in the 
neighborhood, but half a dozen of 
yelling and clutching traps, well set, 
will dcpapulate any average crow 
settlement in the course of a d.ay or 
80. 
Cunning as the crow is, he 
throws all his cunning to the winds 
at sight of a comrade in distress, and 
even so far loses his head under such 
circumstances as to (!y to the rescue 
of a wing-hound crow in a Held after 
having been made a trap of himself, 
as a crow will sometime manage to 
work his fastenings 
loose in the 
ground by his struggles and escape 
One farmer 
of 
this 
county 
says he has, with only of these traps, 
caught ninety-six crows in liaU a 
day. 
Some of the Hoo.sier small boys of 
the rural districts acquire such dex­ 
terity as crow clutchers tliat they are 
able to earn big wages iu their efiorts 
to make the black bird e.xtinct. Their 
method is to lie close alongside of 
some-old log at the edge of a wood, 
covering all but their eyes and one 
hand with leaves. Then, by a re­ 
markably exact imitation of a wound­ 
ed crow, they soon bring a score or 
more of the excited birds swooping 
about the log. A smart boy can 
easily clutch a half dozen or more of

Washington, Aug. 16.—The census 
office today practically computed the 
amount of the population of the 
United States. There are however, 
about 1200 enumeration district re­ 
turns which have not been received. 
In consequence of this delay, the an- 
nouneemeni of the population, of sev­ 
eral states can’t be made for some 
days. The count up to this time 
shows an aggregate of 62,705,055, and 
when tho entire count is finish­ 
ed 
the population of the

try, according to Porter’s estimate, 
will be about 64,000,000 an increase 
of about thirty per cent during the 
decade. 
During the coming week the entire 
force of tho census oflico, except such 
as will bo engaged iu the computa­ 
tion, will be employed iu settling the 
accounts of the enumerators.

Governor Campbell Says Ohio Demo­ 
crats Have a Splendid Chance 
This Year. 
■Wnslilngtoníratlonal Democrat. 
Governor James B. Campbell, of 
Ohio, was in excellent spirits when 
seen at the Fifth Avenue Hotel on 
Tuesd.ay by a New Ytork Times re­ 
porter. H e said that the Democracj' 
of Ohio was certain of electing lA out 
of 21 Congressmen at the approaching 
election. H e had not the slightest 
doubt of this. The State offices to be' 
filled are • the secretary of State, a 
judge of the supreme court and a 
member of the board of public works. 
“If the Democrats nominate flitting 
meu,” said Governor Campbell. “I 
cannot see how they can be defeated. 
Their outlook is by far the best I 
have known for years. 
Indeed, it 
seems to me that they can ha defeat­ 
ed only by a blunder. One thing 
that has materially aided the Demo­ 
crats of Ohio IS the ‘force’ bill now' 
pending before Congress. The peo­ 
ple.of Ohio are opposed to this bill 
for two reasons. First, they regard 
it as unconstitutional and condemn 
it on general principles. 
Secondly, 
they have the kindliest feeling for 
the people of the South. 
Ohio capi­ 
tal has been invested in Southern en­ 
terprises, and xD is only natural that 
the investors should have a lively in­ 
terest in that section.” 
Governor Campbell considered the 
coming election in Ohio important, 
not so much on account of the oflices 
at Slake as on account of the political 
complexion which it would give to 
the State. The Democrats were anx­ 
ious to"maintain their ascendency 
and the Eepublieans were, just as 
anxious to recover it. The est»bli.sh- 
ment of this point meant a great deal 
in the next struggle fora Governor 
and for a United States Senator. 
Of the Farmers’ Alliance in Ohio, 
Governor Campbell said that it was 
impos.sible to predict what would be 
the outcome of that movement in the 
State. There would be no Farmers' 
/tlliance ticket this year, bht he had 
not the slightest doubt that there 
would be one in the next election af­ 
ter the present one. The. Farmers’ 
Alliance represented a large and 
restless element in politics, and- no 
one could now tell in what direction 
it would eventually ue exercised.

The last reports ftom England say 
that John Buskin . is dying. Not 
long ago the cablegrams stated. that 
he was becoming insane. Probably 
both reports are true, though. 'Up to 
a short time ago men were satisfied 
to call him eccentric. : Periiaps he 
was. Bat then he was rich, : and a 
fortune such as he had was like char- 
ity-'it covered a multitude of eccen­ 
tricities. "When he began to dabble' 
in literature, John Buskin had no 
need to write for the money his work 
would brjng him. H e is not rich to­ 
day, for hs has la visned Ills wealth 
on art, on chanties andon.thoiissnda 
of deserving men and women 
of 
whom the world has never heard 
aught. John Buskin did a strangely, 
wayward thing when h e consented 
to get married—for he was/ married. 
He did a most erratic, and to the 
public, inexplicable thing when he 
arranged for his divorce. 
He had 
accepted some of the lotfiest tradi­ 
tions about womanhood that men 
sometimes read about and talk of, 
and he looked for his ideal compan­ 
ion. One night he met her in the 
drawingroom of a London friend, 
who, brought the young lady to meet 
the eyes of the 'great writer. 
It was a June night. He was 85 
and she looked like a Greek goddess. 
He was dazzled. 
She was a tali, 
graceful gin of 19, -vvith a face and 
figure as faultless as one of the stat­ 
utes of old. 
No one ever exjiected 
E'jskm to fall in love, and ho did 
not. She was poor and needed a 
home and its comforts, and so they 
were married. 
Their wedded life was peaceful, 
friendly and Kindly to the highest 
degree, but there was not a spark of 
affection to Dnghten their existence. 
She admired the great man she had 
married, and was grateful for the 
wealth, the comforts and the luxury 
vphich he showered upon her. 
He 
worshipped her as he would the mar­ 
ble made life-liko by the sculptor’s 
chisel. There was nothing human 
about the life they led as husband 
and wife, and she was a woman who 
m her hears, like all true women, 
laughed at the traditions that assume 
that ner sex love distant worship. 
One day Buskin brougnt an artist 
to paint his wife’s picture. The man 
was Mill las, and ne was a bright, 
cheery, handsome fellow, human, 
every inch of him, filled to over­ 
flowing with a great and absorbing 
love for the beautiful, and with a 
willingness 
to 
tell 
of 
bis 
love. He began to paint the portrait 
of the magnificent woman, and when 
he had finished it he was in love 
with his friend's wife. Womanlike, 
she,saw it, and perhaps her heart 
was not full of sorrow and reproach. 
It was the first tribute of real manful 
love that had ever been laid at her 
feet. And B uskin; H is wide eyes 
saw the romance that -was -weaving 
around those two lives, and in his 
heart he realized how little affection 
he had to lavish on the woman whom 
he had made his irife. How he told 
her the story of his pride in her, and 
of the sacrifice he was to make for 
her while she lay nrone at his feet, 
id one of the things only he or she 
ooula tell. It IS dilEcuit to obtain 
a divorce in England, but John Bus­ 
kin secured it for her. and one brac­ 
ing morning in early winter, a month 
after the divorce was grauted, Busk­ 
in Stood beside the couple in one of 
London's quiet churches and saw 
them m.'ide man and 'Wife. Thatwas 
a good many years ago, and since 
that time M illais has grown rich and 
fame-us, and la novr »ir John and his 
wife is Lady MiUais. The warmest 
stordiest f nena tlie struggling painter 
had m his toiling days was the man 
whose wife he had married, and 
through ail the days of Millais’ la­ 
ter success and great honor John 
Buskin has been the -welcome guest 
and almosc daily visitor of the man 
and woman whose lives he so unsel­ 
fishly crowned v/ith happiness. It 
IS a strange -story, and the world 
know slittleabout.it, and so some 
men have oondemned him as some 
.woman ha-fe censured her. But the 
two men and that one woman, who 
know'best, have been content. And 
they may ask, why, then should the 
world complain..

quoted in the Senator’s o-wn 
words, bat in effect ho said that he 
had;originally favored the force bill, 
but had ■ recently become convinced 
that if the Senate set out to pass it 
that neither that measure nor the 
tariff, bill would pass at- the present 
session. Without a rule lim iting de­ 
bate nothing could bo done as long 
as the Democrats kept up their fight; 
and for tho same reason the.re was 
no way of limiting debate, by adopt­ 
ing the previous questioki as a part 
of the Senatorial code. Therefore it 
became his duty as tue Chairman of 
National 
Eepublioan , Committee, 
who had made certain promises to 
the manufacturers of Pennsylvania 
and in other States in 1888, to save tbé‘ 
tariff bill. 
The manufacturers had 
come to him and told him the story 
of ,their troubles, and it vras bis duty- 
and the duty of the Eepublican par­ 
ty to help them out. “I told them,” 
said Mr. Quay, 
“ that in order to 
push the tariff, bill through it would- 
be necessary to sacrifice tho elec­ 
tion bill, and they said, ‘Let tne 
election bill go then.’ 
My friend 
Hoar, and my other friends,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Quay, 
“do not know 
what a condition tho industrial in­ 
terests of the country are getting in.' 
If they were business men instead of 
sentimentalists we should have no 
dilHciiIty in explaining this thing to 
them.” 
■ 
; The reference to the actual posi­ 
tion of the Bepubliean party Mr. 
Quay said: “The Bepubliean party 
promised the manufacturers,- the 
iron men, tne woolen manufacturers, 
the producers of raw wool, the cut­ 
lery men, the linen men, tho potters 
and many others that if they would 
help us elect Harrison, and restore 
the Republican party to power -we 
would raise the tariff for them; Bo 
far as making increases in a bill is 
concerned we have kept ourword. 
But it IS right here that the trouble 
comes in. The bill- is still pending 
in the Senate and here it hangs and 
hangs. 
AYe all-know and every one 
m the country knows that it w ill be 
passed eventually about as it is. No 
clas of business m en. know this bet­ 
ter than the importers- and they ate 
moving accordingly. The importers 
of -wools and woolens, linens, pot­ 
tery, certain kinds of iron, cutlery, 
etc., are bringing to this country 
shipload after shipload 
of goods 
■which they will land at the present 
rates of duty and hold to be sold at 
the higher rate imposed by the AIc- 
Kinley bill. Between tn>s and-the 
1st of November, I am informed, 
enough goods In these and other 
lines will be imported to glut tho 
market for a year or more-to come. 
Our home manufacturers, who were 
promised so much benefit from the 
passage of a tariff bill, found their 
market being cut out from under 
their feet and there are scores and 
scores of concerns m this country 
■hich are today considering the ad­ 
visability. of shutting down produc­ 
tion until they can ascertain what 
their markets are to be.” 
“If we do not.pass this tariff bill 
speedily,” 
concluded Mr. 
Quay, 
the country w ill be flooded with 
foreign goods, markets and values 
will be unsettled for a year to come, 
and there -will be r. stoppage of -uior’ks 
and men will be thrown out of em­ 
ployment,.following directly on the 
heels of the passage of the McKinley 
bill, and all the ■ discontent thus bred 
among business men and workmen 
will be charged to the, Bepubliean 
party and used against us at the 
coming election. Mr. Quay has al­ 
ready explained this to most of his 
Republican, colleagues, and it was 
t-hiB argument, founded apparently 
upon existmg conditions, that beat 
Mr. Hoai'i the eminently respecta­ 
ble sentimentalist, in the last Repub­ 
lican caucus. 
..Seveateeu Senators 
saw the force of the argument, saw 
that the Republican party was rap­ 
idly drifting upon the rocks, and in­ 
stead of gaming strength from the 
tariff bill, was in danger of being 
ruined thereby. 
It was appreciation of this grave 
condition of the party and of the 
business interests, brought on by Re­ 
publican dickering and iiukering, 
that led to the stand against the force 
bill and to the sudden elevation of 
Mr. Quay to.tho position of a Sena­ 
torial leader m. order to save the 
tariff bill. 
Mr. Quay and his fol­ 
lowers made an open bargain with 
the Democratic leaders, who-had ev- 
orythmg-to gain and notmng to lose, 
as the tariff bill was sure to become 
a law sooner or later. The Demo­ 
crats stand to their bargain, and will 
vote solidly for the Quay resolution.. 
Unless there, is trc.'iohery'm Quay’s 
camp tne res'jlution will bs adopted, 
and the force bnl w ill be but a 
ghost.

Jackson, Miss., Aug. 26.—The con­ 
stitutional convention met at 3:30 
o’clock p. m. and under call of the 
counties, which is a regular order 
of Tuesdays and Fridays, a flood of 
amendments and resolutions wore 
submitted, and referred to appropri­ 
ate committees. 
The report of the 
subcommittee on franchise, which 
was presented today, does not differ 
materially from the outline of its 
provisions telegraphed last night. 
The qualifications which are to be­ 
come operative January 1st, 1800, 
are: 
First, every qualified elector shall 
be able to read any article of the con­ 
st itution of the state; or, second, he 
shall be able to understand the same 
when read to him ; or, third, ne shall 
own in his own right and shall have 
paid taxes on property of the assess­ 
ed value of |2CK) for the fiscal year 
next preceeding his registration. 
Soldiers of either army, who served 
honorably during the late war shall 
be exempt from property or educa­ 
tional qualification. 
No legislation need be expected of 
convention until the committee on 
elective franchise submits its reports. 
The present Indieations are that 
the convention will be in session un­ 
til October 1st.

Many of the older readers of these 
lines have not forgottenthe horrors of 
the famine of 1817, when the potato 
crop was a total failure. The Irish 
died in their cabins, and by the road­ 
side on their way to seek food.

like water, and every Atlantic port 
ships loaded with provisions, cloth 
ing and money made their way to the 
relief of the distressed island.

Do lightning rods protect? 
This old question will not down 
It is no sooner settled than it be­ 
comes unsettled, and the controversy 
is renewed. 
The New York Sun is of the opin 
ion that accidents by lightning are 
on the increase, and so many build­ 
ings protected by metalic rods are 
struck that people continue- to ques 
tion the value of such conductors as 
safeguards. 
The explanation that 
the rod was not properly constructed 
or attached will not do, because in 
many cases every r,equirement seems 
to have been observed, and yet the 
bolt struck the house. 
Perhaps the new theory in Eng­ 
land set forth by Dr. Lodge will 
of interest. It is that a rod protects 
against ordinary lightning, but not 
against what is called an impulsive 
rush. 
Sometimes an overhanging 
cioud receives an excessive charge 
electricity from a distant cloud, and 
the time is too short to permit the 
electricity to be silently carried 
by the rods.

But this is a theory and needs 
proof. Dr. Lodge’s opinion simply 
amounts to this; In the majority of 
cases a good lightning rod is a pro­ 
tection, bat in some exceptional 
cases it is not.

Moutgomery, Aug, 20.—^Tho city 
was thrown into an excitement this 
morning by the announcement that 
a beautiful girl, about 18 years of age, 
had been found-dead ia her bed from 
an o-ver dose of morphine at a hotel

Last night she was feeling: bet­ 
ter and one of-the ladies residing at 
the house where she obtained lodg­ 
ings, went into her room and Mt with 
her for several hours, during which 
time the girl talked quite cheerfully, 
and when the visitor left her she 
stated that she felt very much im­ 
proved. 
At 7 o’clock this morning when 
the servant knocked at her door she 
failed to answer, and when the serv­ 
ant entered the room she found the 
woman lying ia an unconscious con­ 
dition on the bed. A physician was 
summoned, who pronounced the wo­ 
man dead. There was nothing 'in 
the room by which the dead -woman 
could be identified, and her body 
was removed to Coroner Campbell’s 
to await identification.
